We have no way of knowing if our cars 
are being returned empty or loaded,” said 
Mr. Osman in answer to the queries of Ex- 
aminer George P. Boyle. We receive post- 
cards telling of the cars’ movements, but 
that is no check. The railroad bills for mile- 
age often are $300 a month greater than 
return our cars with brakebeams and other 
pieces of equipment broken or missing, and 
these must be replaced at our expense. Nor 
will the railroad accept such a defective car 
for shipment. If in emergency we are forced 
to use a rallroad refrigerator car we must

In the judgment of many. congressional 
lawyers the bill actually legalizes discrimina- 
tions in prices based upon differences in 
quantity. This discrimination is now the 
practice and is not illégal. 

The question has arisen, however, if there 
should not be some restriction placed upon 
the right of those selling goods lu inter- 
state commerce to give advantages to large 
buyers over small buyers. 

Gives Big Buyers Advantage. 

In the adjustment of questions concern- 
ing discrimination by railroads, it was de- 
cided from the outset that the rates' muss 
be the same to all shippers. The most drastic 
provisions of the raulroad regulation law are 
those which prohibit rebates and discrimina-’ 


‘tion in rates for the benefit of the big shipper

When the senate committee on interstate 
commerce threé years ago began a thorough 
investigation of the trum question, the mat- 
ter of discrimination in price occupied a great 
deal of attention, No decision was reached.

That a representative of the type of 
Bartley Burg should be engaged in an 
investigation of a great public institu- 
tion like the Cook county hospital is a 
fact which ought to move this community 
to something more effectual than disgust. 

The county hospital is maintained at the 
cost of the taxpayers to give succor to 
the poor who are stricken with disease. 
It is a great humanitarian institution, the 
resources of Which are more than exhaust- 
ed by the deserving. Yet the Burg-Bart- 
zen type of “ representative” of this com- 
munity’ wishes to make the hospital an ad- 
junct of spoils politicians. Ward heélers 
and hustlers, comfortable henchmen and 
their families and friends, are to be re- 
ceived, while obscure and friendless poor 
are turned away to make room for them. 

Of the character of much of the appli- 
cation for entrance to this hospital the 
testimony of Warden Chapman is elo- 
quent. He showed from his records that 
8,067 persons applied at the hospital for 
admission during December. Of this num- 
ber the county agent’s force rejected 163 
because they were able to pay elsewhere, 
while the physicians rejected 2,652, a large 
proportion of whom were alcoholics. Of 
the 8,015 admitted, 2,777 had wounds or 
hurts dressed and 1,588 were given free 
prescriptions.” —_ 
The present administration and medi- 
cal staff represents an attempt to keep 
polls politics out of this institution and 
raise its plane of service. This attempt 
must be supported by the reputable med- 
ical opinion and by the decent citizenship 
of Cook county. The present investigation 
inspired by the venomous opposition to 
President McCormick's reform policy and 
carried on by an investigating body headed 
by a most unscrupulous and éhameless 
gang of politicians resembles very much 
the attempt by Bartzen to ruin or con- 
trol fhe Juvenile court.

PROVISION FOR MOISTURE. 

A. E. P. writes: “I give preference to the 
warm air furnace because no other has equal 
facility for keeping up a proper degree of 
moisture. To provide for moisture, I set on 
top of the outside ring of the furnace drum, 
or radiator, two pans, each in the form of 
a halt ring and both together placed end 
to end, forming a complete ring pan, having 
an outside diameter of thirty-six inches and 
inside diameter of twenty-four inches and 
being five inches high, holding about twelve 
gallons of water, filled in from a water nos- 
sie that swings into a small trapdoor in the 
upper part of the furnace casing: A large 
evaporating surface is thus placed where it 
is the most effective without impeding a free 
circulation of air. Bight to twelve gallons 
per day are readily evaporated in an eight 
room house.”

If I call attention to the matter, it is be- 
cause this person has just arrived by the 
French liner La Provence in New York, 
where he is putting up at a leading hotel, at- 
tracting notice there by his extraordinary 
clothes, his odd manner and utterances, and 
his ringleted hair. 

He proposes subsequently to honor Wash- 
ington, Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, and 
other big cities of the United States and also 
Canada with his presence. 

He was over here in 1900 with the publicly 
expressed purpose of finding, some rich 
woman willing to become his wife.

to be officially borne in France, while the 
other section is devoted to those Frenchmen 
possessing nobiliary dignities obtained from 
the vatican, and which, not having been reg- 
istered, cannot lawfully be used in France. 
In neither of these lists does the dukedom 
of Warrcn-Surrey occur. ’ 

It is hardly necessary for me to add that the 


on record at the vatican, it was probably 
because he had not paid the requisite fees 
and dues of registration. 

Indeed, he intimated to me at the time at

much to the dismay of his grace,” since my 
guest had never heard of a Duke of Warren- 
Surrey, nor seen the individual in question 
in his life before.

The duke also claims that his aunt on 
the maternal side, that is to say, his mother’s 
side, is a Countess Natalie Huyn, one of the 
dames du palais of the court of Vienne and 
lady in waiting of Archduchess Maria 
Therese; that he is the nephew, in the same 
way, of Count Paul Huyn, bishop of Brunn, 
and of Count Karl Huyn; general in com- 
mand of the cavalry division at Cracow. 

Now I have before me a complete list of 
the members of the Austrian house of Huyn, 
and there is no Countess Natalie Huyn among 
the members married to any one of the name 
of Warren, or indeed to any Frenchman. 

When last here, the duke was accompa- 
nied by his mother, and she was good enough 
to give me copies in her own handwriting 
of the certificates of her own marriage and 
of her eldest son's birth. In both of these doc- 
uments her maiden name is given as Marie 
Huyn de Verneville. 

There is, though, no record of such a person 
nor of the marriage of any such person 
among the Counts and Countcases Huyn in 
that volume of the Almanach de Gotha which 
is devoted to the enumeration of German | 
and Austrian counts and countesses. 

In her marriage certificate the name of her 
husband is given as Anselm Leon de Warren, 
a French citizen, and his profession as sub- 
inspector of one of the Trench agencies of 
the English Gresham aer company.

THE GOVERNOR AND SEX HYGIENE 


Chicago, Jan. 23.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
In explaining his vote against teaching sex 
hygiene at the University of Illinois, of which 
he is ex-officio trustee, Gov. Dunne said yes- 
terday: 

The teachers of sex hygiene would come in con- 
tact with boys and girls from 6 to 15 years of 
age. Though the subject bo disclosed in as delicate 
a manner as possible—boys alone and girls alone 
it would nevertheless work untold harm. 

These children would be partially informed. They 
would be imbued with that little knowledge 
which is a dangerous thing.“ They would be 
consumed with prurient curiosity to inform them- 
selves further. If a certain amount of knowledge 
were forced upon them they would go eut and 
discover more for themselves. 

If a little knowledge is a dangerous thing, 
because it would drive children to “ go out 
and discover more for themselves,” which 
inferentially would be a still more dangerous 
thing, then presumably complete knowledge 
would be a completely dangerous thing; and 
the best educated men and women would be 
the most immoral. Such is not the fact. 

All reports made by various commissions 
in recent years on the subject of prostitution, 
all reports without exception, state that as 
a class prostitutes are ignorant girls from 
ignorant homes, who have picked up the facts 
of life in their dirty, crowded homes, in gut- 
ters, dance halis, and saloons, not in schools. 

The governor somewhat ingeniously and 
disingenuously makes his case against teach- 
ing sex hygiene to “children from 6 to 15 
years of age.“ Aside from the fact that sex 
hygiene was never taught to children of 6, or 
8, or 10, or indeed under 12 or 13, being for 
high school pupils only, what has this got to 
do with the University of Illinois? 

There are no“ children of from 6 to 16 yeare 
of age at the University of Mlinois, as Gov. 
Dunne knows very well. Yet he has taken 
his standing against sex hygiene teaching, 
even as a voluntary course, in the university. 

How old does he think human beings should
